Based o n a study o f 25 manufacturing 
industries, the Natio nal Industrial Co nfer­ 
ence Bo ard releases the enco uraging news 
that av erage weekly earnings hav e in­ 
creased 15 .5 per cent during the past 
twelv e mo nths, fro m $19 .5 5 in Septem­ 
ber, 19 34, to $22.5 9 a y ear later.

spite o f the fact that liv ing co sts hav e 
risen, the increase 
in 
real 
purchasing 
po wer o f the wo rkman is 12.1 per cent 
mo re than it was a y ear ago — a substan­ 
tial impro v ement.

stance, a fire that burns a facto ry .

surance will build a new building.
